The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
taken alone or in combination neither discloses nor makes obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art emitting a light, obtaining scattering intensities with the reflected light, 
detecting a plurality of regions using the scattering intensities and conducting light 
exposure of an arbitrary region among the regions. Note that Adachi 6281470 identifies 
areas based on image analysis. Japan 2000-114174 detects light from a single area to 
characterize the wafer and adjust laser intensity to be used. Imahashi et al 5413958 
detect reflected light from only a single area being processed (laser annealed) to 
perform adjustment of the laser intensity.
